DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's Response to Final Office Action, received 18 November 2009, is 
acknowledged. Claims 28, 33, 38, 80 and 81 have been amended. Claims 43-47 and 69-71 
have been cancelled. 

2. Claims 1, 8, 15-22, 28, 33, 38-42, 49, 50 52-56, 60-62, 66-68 and 72-81 are pending 
and under consideration. 

Rejections Moot or Withdrawn 

3. The objection to Figure 14 is withdrawn in light of the replacement figure. 

4. The rejection of claims 28, 33, 38-42 and 66-68 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
indefiniteness for "substantially" is withdrawn in light of the claim amendments. 

5. The rejection of claims 80 and 81 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for identity of parasites, is withdrawn in light of the amendment of the claims. 

Conclusion 

6. Claims 1, 8, 15-22, 28, 33, 38-42, 49, 50 52-56, 60-62, 66-68 and 72-81 are allowed.
